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NEW RETAIL PROGRAMME AT S.G.W.U. 


Beginning this fall, Sir George Williams University will be 
the first Canadian university to offer a full retail curriculum in 
the Marketing Division of its Faculty of Commerce. This will make 
it possible for undergraduates to study retailing in Canada and 
receive a Bachelor of Commerce degree in four years, 


The programme entails a compulsory retail core during the 
student's junior and senior years. To obtain full credit, the 
student must also work in a store for the equivalent of two 
summers of twelve weeks each. 


A Bachelor of Commerce will be able to obtain a Diploma in 
Retailing by passing the core programme and completing sufficient 
store work to satisfy the Department. 


Sir George Williams University has made a further step in 
retail education by permitting individual diploma graduates from 
its School of Retailing to seek entrance into the second year of 
the Commerce programme. Thus, it becomes possible for a student 
to enter Sir George Williams School of Retailing and receive a 
Diploma in Retailing plus a Bachelor of Commerce degree in five 
years. 


Mr. Harold Shaffer has been appointed Retail lecturer at 
the University in addition to his duties as Director of Sir George 
Williams School of Retailing. 


THE RETAILING PROGRAMME 
AT 
SIR GEORGE WILLIAMS UNIVERSITY 


The purpose of the following plan is to integrate both the 
new commerce programme of the University and the retailing programme 
of the School of Retailing into a coordinated whole. This will 
enable courses, students and faculty to derive maximum benefit 
from the close, natural and logical ties between the School of 
Retailing and the Marketing Department of the Commerce Faculty. 


There are four student groups which have an interest in such 
an integration: 
den School of Retailing Students 
20 Undergraduate Commerce Students 
3. Students Who Hold a Bachelor of Commerce Degree 
4 Evening Diploma Students 


School of Retailing Students 


The objective from the viewpoint of these students is to 
enable those receiving a retailing diploma to continue their 
higher education towards a Bachelor's degree, if they so desire 
and have the ability, without losing the two complete years 
required for the diploma. The plan is to move these diploma 
graduates into the second year of university after having completed 
the second and terminal year of the retail diploma programme. 


Undergraduate Commerce Students 


Undergraduate commerce students under the following proposed 
plan may obtain their degree and receive a Diploma in Retailing 
in the same four years. This plan for undergraduate commerce 
students will provide a high standard retailing programme; 
indeed, the highest in Canada. 


The students who undertake to receive the Bachelor of Commerce 
and the retailing diploma simultaneously will have to have the 
equivalent of two summers of store experience and major in 
marketing. 


These undergraduate students must receive their required store 
experience before entering their fourth year, if they wish the 
retailing diploma at the end of that year. Most will probably 
receive their experience in the two respective summers between the 
second and third years, and third and fourth years.

Students Who Hold a Bachelor of Commerce Degree 


Students who hold a Bachelor of Commerce degree may receive 
the Diploma in Retailing if they complete a number of selected 
marketing courses which they have not completed during their 
undergraduate programme. They must also have the required store 


experience. 


Evening Diploma Students 


Evening retailing students may obtain a diploma by following 
the same sequence of courses as the day School of Retailing 
students. However, this will be spread over three or more years. 
Store experience will also be required of these students.
